111  a  report  on  ilir  work  of  the  voca- 
tional and  technical  education  in  this 
Province,  as  appearing  in  a  Federal 
Department  of  Labor  pamphlet  on  th^ 
.subject,  attention  ta  drawn  to  the  high 
percentage  of  failures  in  British  Co- 
Ittlhbia  in  the  first  year  university 
coorae.  It  ia  pointed  out,  moreover, 
that  the  same  may  be  said  of  a  large 
proportion  of  the  fir.st  year  high  school 
students.  From  this  it  is  inferred  by 
technical  education  authorities  that 
misguided  principles  are  being  applied 
in  academic  traininK.  Since  that  is 
supposed  to  be  the  case  a  |)lea  is  made 
*har  greater  attention  should  be  paid  to 

rourscs  of  a  purely  industrial  nafiiro, 

and  thia  probably  constitutes  an  argu- 
ment to  all6w  that  our  university  is 

being  overcrowded  and  <  onid  very 
well  be  pruned  of  the  mi.sfits,  who.  un* 
der  a  scheme  of  governmental  benevo* 
lence.  are  ennhled  to  enter  the  in- 
stitution at  Point  C.rey. 

There  is  a  growing  problem  in  con- 
nection with  university  work  \shi<li 
will  eventually  resolve  itself  into  more 
careful  determination  beiag  employed 

to  ascertain  tho^r  who  .^ff  best  silitr.l 
(or  a  university  education.  As  it  is  much 
of  the  money  of  the  taxpayers  is  being 

wasted  in  providint;  ni  rommodation, 
instruction  and  c<iiii|iment  for  thOs« 
whom  university  life  often  enough  fails 
to  benefit.  'I  liis  i.,  ,,ne  of  tJir  handi- 
caps of  a  ^tatc  university.  It  is  a 
handicap  also  in  coffticciilMi  with  high 
school  education.  The  argument  ad- 
vanced by  technical  education  authori- 
ties is  perhaps  a  prejudiced  one.  inas- 
nm.  Ii  as  it  is  dcsiRncd  to  increase  the 
facilities  within  their  own  sphere  of 
education,  but  it  is  a  more  serious 
•  Miestion  than  tliat  l.r,  aii>e  technical 
education  itself  from  the  standpoint  of 
pntely  ^•ctteal  results  is  also  open  to 

criticism  Tliri.  il,is  however,  to 
be  said  about  technical  education  and 
that  ia  that  laHerly  an  effort  .s  beinw 
made  to  ascertain  what  its  practical 
results  are.  These  will  be  more  easil\ 
determined  now  that,  under  the  course 
of  apprenticeship  adopted  by  the 
Muilding  Trades  Association  of  Greater 
Vanconver,  the  Mnture^  boy  Is  to 
attend  technical  classes  so  M  to  study 
the  theoritical  side  of  his  work.  The 
apprenticeship  ayattm  Is  the  only  sv« 
tern  in  many  trades  ihioiiyli  which 
good  workmen  can  be  produced.  There 
in  a  keener  reallialiott  all  the  time  that 
It  imiM  l>f  reverted  to.  for  purel\  the 
oretical  technical  edtication  has  faded 
to  avpply  its  place.  The  two  go  to-

There  is  now  a  British  Ccjmmittee  oi 
founded  in  menior  v  of  the  late  Walter 
llines  Page,  and  (here  is  a  reciprocity 
in  such  fellowships  as  between  Britain 
and  the  United  States.

Cadett,  is  now  ^pelldlllK  a  vear  trav- 
elling extensively  throuKli  the  l  inted 
States.  The  Senior  Fellowship  has 
been  offered  to  Mr.  J.  A.  Spender,  who 
has  accepted.  Mr.  Spender  wiM  visit 
the  United  States  in  the  Autumn  for 
three  rooaths  as  the  gucat  of  the  Amer- 
ican ConarflVK,  attMtfiag  conferences 
with  newspaper  proprietors  and  ad- 
dressing meetings  of  newspapermen. 
In  a  short  time  American  journalists 
in  their  turn  will  visit  Britain  as  hold 
ers  of  Fellowships.  The  London 
Times  has  already  offered  £S00  to 
found  a  Junior  Fellowship  for  one  year, 
and  the  holder  will  be  appointed  by  the 
.American  Committee  and  subae^neatly 
.tttarhed  for  his  term  to  Icadi^lg/WWa- 
papers  in  the  British  Isles. 

The  value  of  Newspaper  Fellowships 
could  be  greatly  enhancetl  if  the  prac- 
tice extended  throughout  the  l^mpire. 
They  are  effective  in  promoting  a  union 
of  friendship  anions  the  F.nglish-speak- 
ing  peoples,  but  should  be  extended  to 
embrace  all  the  Dominions  of  the  Em- 
pire It  is  more  necessary-  that  the 
peoples  of  this  limpire  should  under- 
hand one  another  than  that  there 
should  he  a  similar  understanding  ho 
tween  the  people  of  Britain  and  those 
of  the  ITnited  States.  The  aabject  is 
one  which  should  engage  the  attention 
of  the  next  Imperial  Pre.ss  Conference.

A  Toronto  investigator  has  discov- 
ered that  people  are  in  their  most  dan- 
gerous state  during  change  of  moon 
and  low  atmospheric  pressure.  If  this 
diagnosis  is  correct,  it  is  one  that 
has  been  overlooked  altogether  by 
scientists  and  othert  who  have  sat  on 
lunacy  commissions.  The  investigator 
111  question  has  made  his  observations 
during  several  years,  and  in  confirma- 
tion he  alludes  to  two  recent  double 
tragedies  in  Toronto,  the  first  of  which 
occurred  the  afternoon  of  a  full  moon 
and  the  second  when  the  mercury  was 
descending  rabidly.  In  another  storm, 
he  says,  there  were  three  suicides  in 
Toronto.  It  is  a  fact  that  living  crea- 
tures, including  human  beings,  are  gen- 
erally in  their  wildest  state  for  a  period 
just  before  a  storm,  and  it  is  urged  that 
there  should  be  further  invcitifationa, 
and  warnings  issued  in  this  regard.  Tt 
is,  however,  not  comforting  to  learn 
that  when  there  is  high  atmospheric 
pressure  most  sudden  deaths  result,  so

and  that  correct  knowledge  of  these 
matters  is  p<)sf«e.s,sed  by  few.  Recent 
experience  hias  confirmed  thi.s.  some 
of  the  information  handed  out  to 
resident."  by  Jobbing  gardeners  and 
others,  bring  anything  but  dealrable 
or  correct.  Generally  speaking,  I 
would  say  that  the  residents  them- 
selves are  io  blame  for  this,  for  not- 
wlthntnndinK  that  there  Ik  a  Oepari- 
menl  of  AKTieiiliure  here  where  the 
right  Information  can  he  olKMind  for 
the  uaking,  they  prefer  to  lake  the 
word  of  anyone  who  comes  along 
with  a  spray  pump  and  a  pair  of 
shears,  with  results  that  are  more 
often  disappointing  than  otherwise. 
There  are.  of  course,  intelligent  men 
in  the  business  who  tike  the  trouble 
to  provide  themselves  with  correct 
Inform.atiim  and  who  (.m  ho  relied 
upon  tr>  do  a  Rood  Job,  but  there  are 
also  others  who  are  grossly  Ignorant 
of  the  meihoda  of  pest  control.  In 
any  eass.  before  having  work  of  this 
kind  done  it  is  advlsabis  to  find  out 
the  correct  formulae  to  be  employed 
and  then  soo  thst  the  Job  to  tberoosh- 

ly  done. 

Kor  le.if rollers,  bud  worms  and 
caterpillars  on  shrubs  and  fruit  trees, 
lime-sulphur  spray  ts  ao  use  what- 
ever. It  is  aot  an  uniMual  thing  for 
me  to  vtoU  somebody's  ptaea  over- 
run with  caterpillars  of  aarleits  sorts 
and  to  find  that  the  unfortunate 
owner  had  employed  someone  to 
spray  his  treej,  with  llme-sulphur.  In 
the  belief  th.it  all  pests  would  be 
killed.  L.lme-sulphur  Is  a  valuable 
fungicide  and  destroys  moasea  and 
lichens  and  Is  ussd  as  aa  lasectlclde 
under  certain  oaadltloas  oaly,  but 
for  the  above  aMatloaed  pests  it  to 

v«luele.-;». 

The  I-;uropean  leafrrdler  m  onc  of 
the  worst  pests  of  >j.irdens  that  we 
have,  bein^  .almost  omnivorous  and 
extremely  abundant.  The  little  grey 
patches  of  eggs  eaa  be  fooad  any- 
where oa  tree  tfaaks,  feaees  and 
sides  of  bwlldlnsa.  The  method  of 
control  to  by  spraying  the  trees  In 
February  or  Msrch  with  a  mladble 
oil  or  oil  emulsion  spray,  one  pjrt 
to  twelve  parts  of  water.  Good 
brands  of  these  can  be  obtained  In 
thta  city  Tt  inay  be  applied  With 
sueress  up  to  the  end  of  March  but 
BO  later.  Patches  of  egss  on  build- 
ing or  fences  eaa  be  dabbed  wttb  * 
llitiA  coal  oil  or  lubrieatlag  oil.  The 
oil  kills  by  closing  the  poree  of  the 

rgg'i.  smotherlnn  the  voung  Urva  in- 
side .Mi"clhle  oil  npraya  should  not 
be  applied  tn  ffreen  foliage  and  gar- 
den planta  should  be  covered  to  pre- 
veat  the  spray  falHag  aa  them.
